Courts ; it being more than probable 
that the K. of Proffia will highly refent this Proce- 
dure 5 in which cafe the Territories of thofe two 
Princes feem to tie too clofe to eachother. But be 
that as it will, the K. of G. Britain has refolved to 
fend his Privy-Counfeller Maochhoufen to the 
Court of Berkin, to demand Satisfadtion for the ir- 
regular inlifting of his Hanoverian Subjects among 
the-Troops of his Pruflian Majefty ; of whofe suc- 
cefs we may perhaps give fome Account in its pro- 
per Time.
